The  lay  maintenance  requirement  on  tho  trailers,  ocuplsd  with  improved  tractor 
maintenance,  snablas  this  system  to  maintain  maxim  vn  operational  asset  a,  thereby 
minimising  a  buildup  of  highway  oompatibls  oarge  in  ths  port. 

(7)  Ths  continued  use  of  tBATSA  non-re  frige  rat  ed  vans  for  ths  transport 
of  froazo  and  chill  cargo  ms  in  offset  throughout  ths  reporting  period.  The  use 
of  the  vane  expedites  loading  and  off-loading,  and  also  maintains  ths  desirod 
temperature  for  ths  Glass  Z  cargo.  Additionally  12  ton  SIP  trailers  were  used

trailer.  The  pyramids  are  securely  banded  in  place  and  actually  lock  the  remain¬ 
ing  barrels.  The  headboard  of  the  trailer  is  then  reinforced  with  two  (2)  inch 
steel  banding.  For  line  haul  movemont  all  barrels  are  loadod  parallel  to  the 
trailor  axis. 

Evaluation}  The  shifting  of  barrels  on  12  ton  S&P  trailers  has  been 
substantially  reduced  by  the  use  of  these  modified  loading  procedures.  The 
combined  utilization  of  the  new  loads  and  reinforced  headboards  has  resulted  in 
a  tighter,  safer,  and  more  durable  load. 

Recommendation:  That  the  above  described  procedures  for  barrel  loading 
be  adopted  until  such  time  that  boxed  trailers  can  be  made  available  to  transport 
barrels.
